Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' argued the cited prior art fails to teach the claimed 
colorimetric detector and optical reader. Further amendments were discussed to further distinguish the instant claims 
from the cited prior art by claiming a "second optical detector", a "second comparator" and additional input nodes. The 
Office will have to review the arguments and proposed amendments in light of the cited prior art and update the search. 
However, it appears these arguments and proposed amendments will overcome the art of record..
